The  water  undertakers  for  she  Urban  District  are  the  Stockport 
Corporation.  The  water  is  good  in  quality  and  quantity.  One  sample 
of  water  was  obtained  for  Analysis,  and  was  reported  by  the  County 
Analyst  to  be  satisfactory. 

There  are  25  houses  in  the  District  without  a water  supply  from 
the  mains.  These  are  widely  scattered,  mostly  in  the  Upper  Torkington 
Area.  All  other  houses  in  the.  District  have  a direct  piped  supply. 

There  are  no  common  stand  taps  in  the  District.
